DETAILED ACTION 
Document Cited 

Kato, the same inventor, Saito and Arimoto et al. each discloses an optical scanning 
device comprising a scanning optical system having an imaging lens; at least a change in the 
radius of curvature of the refraction surface of the imaging lens in the sub scanning direction is 
asymmetrical/nonsymmetrical with respect to the optical axis of said scanning optical 
system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 61-78 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited references teaches or suggests an optical scanner having the improvement 
including "wherein the curvatures in a sub-scanning direction of two of the surfaces of 
said imaging lens vary continuously along a main scanning direction over the effective 
area of said imaging lens and independently of the curvatures in the main scanning 
direction, and wherein the curvatures in the main and sub-scanning directions are 
rotationally non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis." (claim 61 , lines 3-7) in 
combination with the remaining features recited in the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/7/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Before responding to the applicant's arguments, the examiner wishes to take 
this opportunity to clarify the intended meaning of the phrase "narrower than" in the 
communication mailed 2/7/08 by changing it, "narrower than", to -patentably distinct 
from-- because "rotationally non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis." (claim 61 , 
last line) is a different type of non-symmetrical. 

The applicant has argued that claims of the present application are not 
patentably distinct from the patent claims because the features "the curvatures in the 
main and sub-scanning directions are rotationally non-symmetrical with respect to the 
optical axis." (application claim 61) and "the curvatures in the main and sub-scanning 
directions are non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis." (patent claim 1) means 
the same thing, namely that "the curvature in the main scanning direction is not equal to 
the curvature in the sub-scanning direction." (applicant's remarks in 3/8/08, September 
7, 2006 and July 26, 2005). The examiner disagrees because "the curvatures in the 
main and sub-scanning directions are non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis." 
means different and more than "the curvature in the main scanning direction is not equal 
to the curvature in the sub-scanning direction." As previously stated/interpreted by the 
examiner, "the curvatures in the main and sub-scanning directions are non-symmetrical 
with respect to the optical axis." (patent claim 1) means that the curvature in the main 
scanning direction on one side of the optical axis is not the same as that on the other 
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side of the optical axis, and that the curvature in the sub-scanning direction on one side 
of the optical axis is not the same as that on the other side of the optical axis (Office 
action mailed March 7, 2006). The examiner's interpretation of "the curvatures in the 
main and sub-scanning directions are non-symmetrical with respect to the optical axis." 
is proper and supported by US Pat. No. 6757004 to Kato (same inventor), Figs. 3 and 13; 
US Pat. No. 5,488,502 to Saito, Figs. 6-9; US Pat. No. 5,418,639 to Yamazaki, column 
8, lines 46-59 and Fig. 5; and US Pat. No. 5,025,268 to Arimoto et al., column 9, line 
67, to column 101 line 3, and Fig. 7. 

For the reasons discussed above, the claimed invention is patentably distinct 
from the patent claims. Therefore, no interfering subject matter exists.
